We have dog 
laws now, but maybe you'd better put 
the sheep up every night, or turn an 
Angus cow with a fall calf in with them. 
Parasites you can cheaply prevent or 
control now. 


Mr. & Mrs. Jas. Coleman bred 38 
ewes in their Delaware Co., O., flock 
to a Southdown ram, got a 173.7% lamb 
crop, 174 Ibs. of lamb and 13.6 Ibs. of 
wool per ewe that sold for $45.39. 


Roy Wickam in Linn Co, Ia, 
bought 100 Texas drought ewes, 3-year- 
olds, for $10 a head 3 years ago. They 
only weighed 75 Ibs. apiece, but on 
Iowa grain and grass they bloomed. It 
was September when he turned his 
Hampshire rams in; the ewes lambed 
in Feb. and March. Later that spring 
one of the rams broke in and some of 
those ewes lambed again in October! 
Roy figured that if a few ewes could 
lamb twice a year, why couldn't they 
all? His 100-head ewe flock, Rambouil- 
let x Corriedales, average 150 Ibs. now 
and his lambs 90 to 100 Ibs. in 18-20 
weeks. After shearing first of May he 
turns the rams in; 90 of those ewes have 
two lamb crops a year. Last year Roy 
sold 132 spring lambs and 118 fall 
lambs.

If you want to start a beef breeding 
herd, listen to the advice of Ohio's Jim 
Warner: Buy well-grown heifer calves, 
more than you want for brood cows. By 
mid-winter, cull your herd and fatten 
the culls for June market. By doubling 
the weight of each heifer, your original 
investment in 2 heifers can often be re- 
gained by sale of one. If you start with 
grade heifers, be on the lookout for a 
few good registered females. Look at as 
many bulls as you can. Observe their 
calves, Then, choose one that has qual- 
ity, size, conformation, sound skeleton 
structure, sufficient quality bone. Make 
sure he stands straight on his feet and 
legs and has a wealth of natural flesh- 
ing over the back, loin and thighs. 
Choose a rugged masculine bull with 
nice temperament that is alert and active 


| and moves like he is going some place. 


Get the figures on his daily rate of gain 
for a period of several months after 
weaning, if you can. You cannot be sure 
of a bull when he is loaded with fat. 
Use bulls of proven pedigrees. Always 
use a registered bull but remember that 
papers alone cannot guarantee the 
worth of a bull.

(from page 9) capable of producing a 
lamb crop or two at rather low figures, 


Wool prices are holding near the 
year’s best levels, nearly all of it out of 
growers’ hands. If you've sold, get your 
name in the pot for the incentive pay 
ment. It will be much smaller than this 
year’s 40% of your sales return. 

Milk prices will rise as production 
drops to November low. Concentrates 
and hay will be lower than last fall 
It will pay to feed cows well, but vary 
the amount of concentrates with their 
production. Use more good legume hay 
at this year’s low prices. Keep up rigor 
ous culling. Get good foundation stock, 
if you don’t have it, and raise your own 
heifers. 

Feed grain production will be 
nearly as large as last year. Nearly a 
fifth more oats and barley were har- 
vested, and the grain sorghum crop will 
be about 34ths larger. These increases 
will nearly offset the decrease of 10% 
in the corn crop. There will be more 
than enough to go ‘round. Hold on 
to your surplus oats and barley and 
wait for the winter market. Get cribs 
and bins ready to store cheap corn, 
kafir and milo. October and November 
may be the best time to buy those 
grains if you will need more than you 
grew. Watch for weevil; fumigate. 

Protein feed prices may be steady 
in the near future but probably will 
drop a little with crushing of new crop 
soybeans and cottonseed. They are al 
ready at postwar lows for this season 
Watch for a soft spot in prices about 
October in which to buy ahead. 

Hay prices will work higher in the 
next 5 or 6 months, but will remain 
lower in most sections than in any re 
cent year. The crop is about 69% over the 
previous high record and includes a 
higher portion of alfalfa. Rains during 
harvest lowered quality of part of the 
crop, but pastures reduced summer 
usage. Growers will have more surplus 
to sell and less will be needed in short 
age areas. Stock up now if you're likely 
to run short.
